Be it enacted by Parliament in the Ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (Railways) Act, short title 
1958. 

i 2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be issue of Rs. 
paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of 
the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of forty-five Consolidated 
crores, four lakhs and ten thousand rupees towards defraying the 
several charges which will come in course of payment during the financial 
financial year 1957-58, in respect of the services relating to railways ^1“ 
specified in column 2 of the Schedule.

THE INDIAN POST OFFICE (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1958 

No. 7 OF 1968 

[18th March, 1958] 

An Act further to amend the Indian Post Office Act, 1898. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:— 

1. This Act may be called the Indian Post Office (Amendment) 
Act, 1958. ‘

Explanation .—In this section, “lottery” does not include a 
lottery organised or authorised by the Government.”. 


3. In clause (a) of sub-section (3) of section 23 of the principal Amendment 
Act, after the word and figures “section 19”, the words, figures and 
letter “or section 19A” shall be inserted. 


4. In section 61 of the principal Act, after the word and figures Amendment 
“section 19”, in both the places where they occur, the words, figures 
and letter “or section 19A” shall be inserted.
